“THERE IS A CRYING NEED to 
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BUYERS’ MARKET 


— are concerned at the scramble for work which some local 

authorities—and some private arch tects as well—are encouraging in the 
hope of getting cheaper prices. And in many cases they are getting these 
cheaper prices. Whether this 1s the result of the free-for-all they are encour- 
aging or whether in these days of falling prices they would have got the 
same results by the limited tendering recommended by the Simon and Howard 
Robertson Committees is anybody’s guess. But’one thing is certain: a lot of 
unnecessary cost is being thrown on the building industry—and for that matter 
on the local authorities—by this ad /ib tendering, for, if the figures given by the 
President of the LMBA recently are to be accepted, tendering to-day costs 
builders some £30 million a year. If only half of this were made unnecessary, 
the possible saving to the industry, and therefore to the country, would be in 
the order of £15 million, a sizeable figure by any standard. 

Cases are on record where firms of high standing are refusing to tender when 
the number of firms invited to tender is beyond what they regard as a reasonable 
number, in general the figure suggested by the Simon Committee and endorsed 
by the Howard Robertson Committee—the figure, too, on which the Ministry 
of Works bases its invitations to tender. They are content to wait on the side- 
lines until the unwary have burnt their fingers and the building owner has 
extended his knowledge of the facts of building practice. 

The time has come to issue a word of warning alike to the building industry 
and to architects, public or private, who advise clients who are in the market 
for new building. They are complicating life for themselves and for other people 
by the ‘let them all come’ attitude. For they won’i all come. The wary 
will stand aloof, and the unwary who rush in may land the client and his advisers 
in serious difficulties. 

No one wants to see a trail of bankruptcies marring the progress of the build- 
ing industry. But bankruptcies there will be unless steps are taken somewhere 
to save the reckless—and the desperate—from themselves and bring some order 
into a problem which, with the advice available, should never arise. 


TECHNICAL INFORMATION 


AVING read Mr. Bird’s paper on problems of disseminating technical 
information, printed in our issue of June 20, we suggest that our readers 
should study equally carefully the discussion which followed, printed this week. 
Especially should manufacturers of building materials and systems give their 
attention to the points raised therein, for the discussion made clear that 
architects as a whole are far from satisfied either with the form in which technical 


information ordinarily is issued or with the data or more strictly the lack of 


data which trade literature ordinarily contains. * This’ said one architect 
contributing to the discussion, * too often is meant to deceive, not to inform.’ 
Another stated: ‘Almost 99 per cent. of the circulars that come into my office 
every day go straight into the wastepaper basket.’ 

The reasons for architects’ dissatisfaction appear to be two. First, that odd 
shapes and sizes make systematic filing and reference difficult; second, that 
there are too many words and too little technical data. The tendency on the 
part of manufacturers to be unobjective in the information they give was 
another matter for complaint—in other words, that the things that a product 
will do receive prominence in announcements to the virtual exclusion of the 
things it will not do, or the uses to which it should not be put. These points 
inevitably produced from several speakers the suggestion that if an improved 
form of presentation of literature was important, even more so was some 
official testing agency which could improve the value of such literature while 
probably cutting down the total amount issued. 

Undoubtedly the institution of an official national testing station must come, 
preferably set up and paid for by the industry itself, for while the BRS already 
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conducts such work, it is not equipped to undertake testing on the scale which 
now seems required. This is something on which architects and builders (who 
have an equal interest) should get together with the building manufacturing 
industry; a properly devised scheme would prevent much duplication of effort 
by associations and individual firms already engaged on testing and research, 
and could lead to a greatly improved service to the industry in the form of 
issue of data in standard form. 


Meanwhile the problem remains how best to get across to architects and the 
industry as a whole the results of official tests and information on new products. 
Standardisation of size of sheet would help; and here the suggestions of the 
British Standards Institution deserve study. But equally important is closer 
attention to the presentation of the data contained in the literature. Less 
verbiage and more hard fact is what seems to be wanted, and if the belief 
expressed by an architect in the discussion is true—that too many leaflets and 
brochures are prepared by publicity managers and too few by technical men— 
then this point deserves attention by manufacturers. Though the point was not 
raised, the same holds true of advertisements in the technical Press. If the 
manufacturer will accept that what the architect wants to know about his 
product is first, what it will do; next, what it will not do; and last, a simple 
explanation, illustrating if possible by photograph or diagram, or by both, of how 
it should be used or detailed—the whole to be expressed clearly in as few words 
as possible and printed on a standard size of sheet—an immediate contribution 
to a most difficult problem can be made. 


DIVING BOARDS AT IPSWICH 


5 lig wag who asked whether a diving board was required in the typists’ pool 
at Ipswich perhaps only hoped to relieve the tedium of the competition 
assessor’s task in answering prosaic questions by his note of levity, but one 
would like to think that when the still more arduous labour of examining the 
entries is reached, his work will be further enlivened by schemes for typists’ 
pools designed by budding Emetts. 


What a salutary exercise it might be for architects if occasionally they could 
be offered scope to design for the nonsenical—for town clerks who dive into 
typing pools and other forms of fantasy. No doubt some architects would say 
that they already have their quota of Mad Hatters and March Hares amongst 
their clients, and would not welcome the prospect of adding Diving Town Clerks 
to their number. 


Facetious as the idea may seem, however, it is not entirely without merit. 
All good designers know that a sense of fun can play an important part in the 
practice of their art, so let us not be too ready to despise the diving board at 
Ipswich. The assessor showed both wit and wisdom when he elected to leave 
the matter to the discretion of the competitors.

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Notes of the Week 


Medal Awards 


({HELSEA residents and other London- 

ers who know and love their Cheyne 
Walk have for some time admired a small 
block of flats which has been fitted into 
a bomb-damaged site opposite Chelsea 
Reach. Though distinctly of their day 
and age, these flats take their place on 
equal terms with the original houses to 
the west of the site; main cornice lines 
and the fenestration have been con- 
tinued, but there the resemblance ends 
except that one can see that a dis- 
tinguished, if rather distant, relative has 
settled in. 

That this little building has just gained 
for its architect, Mr. Frederick Mac- 
Manus, the RIBA architecture bronze 
medal for 1957 therefore gives pleasure 
to many. It is also something on which 
the Jury which annually selects a building 
may be congratulated, for in the rush of 
new, large work it would have been easy 
to miss or pass over Brunel House, as 
its sponsors, Chelsea Borough Council, 
have named it. Architects who have got 
out of touch with their Chelsea should 
take a Sunday afternoon stroll in the 
direction of Cheyne Walk, and see the 
chosen building for themselves. 


By A CURIOUS CHANCE there came 
Simultaneously with the news noted 
above, photographs of Seagram House, 
New York, which has won what is des- 
cribed as ‘the Architects’ Award as the 
best new building on famed Park-avenue.’ 
Claimed as the first bronze building in 
the world (it is clad in curtain walling of 
bronze and pinkish-grey glass) Seagram 
House has the further distinction of pro- 
viding the only park on Park-avenue, 
half-an-acre of the site being made over 
to a garden laid out with water and trees. 
The building has won other awards 
from the NY Committee for a Quiet City 
(bolts and not rivets were used for the 
steelwork); from the Republic of Chile, 
for pioneering in the dramatic use of 
bronze; and from the Copper and Brass 
Research Foundation, for imaginative 
use of new metals. In the design, Mies 
van der Rohe and Philip Johnson were 
joined by Kahn and Jacobs as associates; 
their joint chest area should enable them 
to wear all the medals their building has 
deservedly won. 


ABS Homes Opening 


Mr. JOHN BETJEMAN, Hon. ARIBA, the 
architectural critic, and poet, was in fine 
form when he opened new houses built 
by the Architects’ Benevolent Society, for 
elderly people at Frenchlands Hatch, 
Qckham-road South, East Horsley, 
Surrey, last week. ‘1 much prefer archi- 
tects as company to any other form of 
human being, he told the visitors. ‘ By 
that I mean real architects and not those 
who are more or less chartered account- 
ants in bricks. Real architects are worth 
having because they are artists who 
matter more to the public than those who 
paint pictures or write verse. Like 
writers, architects are “up the spout” as 
far as pensions are concerned and they— 
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or their relations—deserve some sort of 
reward at the end of their days.’ 

Frenchlands Hatch is situated in one 
of the most delightful parts of Surrey. So 
far six houses, as well as the warden’s 
house and common meeting room have 
been built. Each house has its own front 
door. When sufficient funds are avail- 
able 14 more houses will go up, also to 
Mr. Clifford Culpin’s designs, The 
scheme will be illustrated in our next 
issue. Mr. Kenneth Cross, undertaking 
his last official act as President of the 
RIBA, was among those who attended the 
opening ceremony. 


‘Afflictions of the Landscape’ 

ANYONE who is inclined to be com- 
placent about the beauties of our island 
should read the annual report of the 
CPRE for 1957-58. Under some 40 main 
headings scores of cases are recorded of 
actual or threatened appropriation of 
various kinds. Disfigurement of the 
landscape by industry, especially by 
extractive industry, seems to some extent 
inevitable, but it is appalling that the 
china clay workings, on Dartmoor for 
example, should be left with the ugly 
industrial litter shown in one of the 
photographic illustrations included with 
the report. More strength to the arm of 
the CPRE in opposing such desecration. 
The report is issued from 4, Hobart- 
place, London, SWI. 


Planning Contraventions 


SERIOUS CASES’ of — unauthorised 
development and use are worrying 
Nottinghamshire county planning com- 
mittee. One case concerns the erection 
of a factory and office north of Notting- 
ham, consent for which was given in 
1955. The committee says it now tran- 
spires that the building, partly erected, 
is sited some 135 ft. farther north than 
the site shown on the approved plans, as 
a result of which the building projects 
35 ft. beyond the limit of the area 
approved for industrial development. 
Furthermore, the floor level of the build- 
ing is 13 ft. higher than provided for on 
the plans. When the facts became known 
the developers were requested to cease 
work and to explain the contravention 
of the conditions of planning approval. 

The committee says it is * seriously 
concerned’ at this departure from the 
terms of approval given. A sub-com- 
mittee is now considering what action 
can be taken to ameliorate the position 
including the possibility of formal 
enforcement proceedings for the removal 
of the building and its re-erection on the 
approved site and at the approved level. 


London Greenery 

GooD WORK in preserving and 
increasing the greenery of London 
scenery continues to be carried on by 
the Metropolitan Public Gardens 
Association, whose report for 1957 
records, among other activities, the 
selection of suitable screen trees for 
Westminster School Playing Fields at 
Grove Park, the landscaping of a new 
development at Pembroke Lodge, Ken- 
sington, and the planting of trees lining 
the approach road to Brocklebank Old 
People’s Home, Wandsworth. In a most

ARCUK Annual Report 


THE ANNUAL REPORT Of The Architects’ 
Registration Council of the UK for 
1957-58, records that on December 31, 
1957, there were 18,835 names on the 
Register, 57 fewer than on the corre- 
sponding date in 1956. During 1957 the 
names of 562 persons who qualified by 
examination were added to the Register, 
and 83 names of persons who had pre- 
viously resigned or been removed for 
non-payment of retention fees were 
restored. 702 names were removed from 
the Register — 148 for non-payment of 
retention fees, two under Section 7 of 
the Principal Act, 356 resigned, and 196 
died. The report is issued from 68, Port- 
land-place, London, WI.

Public House Community Centre 


PLANS WERE submitted to the Hatfield 
Licensing Justices recently covering a 
new type of public house and community 
centre at Hatfield New Town (Herts).

To be called 
Hilltop, this project also includes an 
assembly hall, which can be used as a 
theatre, a health clinic, and a cafeteria. 


School Chapel Restored 


GENEROSITY, hard work, and _ provi- 
dence have all had a hand in _ the 
rebuilding of the School Chapel at 
Wycliffe College, Glos., which is now 
nearing completion. 

Just five years ago work began on the 
restoration of the building and much of 
the labour was provided by masters and 
boys of the college. The only skilled 
assistance received was the employment 
of three stonemasons and a carpenter. 

After a year spent in demolishing walls, 


‘ ete., the walls of the chancel were built. 


The nave and the transepts followed, and 
by the end of last year the walls, the roof 
and the glazing of the windows had been 
completed. On nearly every weekday in 
in those five years a squad of masters 
and boys has been at work. 

Providence stepped in when an old pier 
at Seaview, Isle of Wight, was destroyed 
in a gale—the timbers were used as roof 
trasses for the Chapel.

CHARTS on this and facing page 
show (Chart A) the fluctuations in 
Wages and Building Costs from 
1914 to date, and (Chart B) the 
rise in Wages, Materials and Build- 
ing Costs over the years 1939 to 1958. 
They have been compiled by Mr. 
H. J. Venning, FRICS. 

The index is shown as standing 
at 364 on February 3, 1958, and it is 
anticipated that the wage increase 
on June 23, 1958, will raise the 
figure to 365 (1939 = 100). 

It appears that over the past year 
quite a number of pencils have been 
‘sharpened’ by builders’ estimators. 
In fact, this has meant that the 
anticipated index figure of 372 for 
May, 1957, was never really reached, 
and the increase of May, 1957— 
which had been estimated to lift 
the index figure for June, 1956, 
from 365 to 372—was absorbed by 
the industry, as has also been the 


increase of February, 1958. 
In anticipating the effect of the 
increase of June 23, it has been 


assumed that some slight relaxation 
by the Government of their restric- 
tive financial policy will mean a 
slight increase in prices. Whether 
this will be so or whether the in- 
crease will again be absorbed by 
increased efficiency is difficult to 
forecast at this stage. 

Materials reached a peak in 
September, 1957, and since then there 
has been a decline in metals giving a 
slight overall reduction. Here again 
the position is rather difficult because 
copper, for example, has recovered 
slightly in the last two months. 

The line showing Building Costs 
is in each case based on actual 
tenders for the normal run of build- 
ing contracts. The line for Materials 
is based on the figures published by 
the Central Statistical Office. The 
line for Wages is based on a con- 
ventional average of one labourer 
to one craftsman, and takes account 
of the indirect benefits as shown in 
the table. 

The line does not include anything 
to do with incentive payments.

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HE first section of the redevelopment of Gatwick 
Airport, 20 miles south of London on the London- 
Brighton railway and the A.23 road, was opened by HM 
The Queen on June 9. It is the first airport in the world 
to combine air, rail and road transport in one unit, so 
avoiding the need for a town air terminal. It has another 
feature new to Great Britain in that baggage is collected 
and customed on arrival, outbound passengers not coming 
under customs control until they are called to join the 
aircraft, when they walk along a pier (or ‘finger’) between 
terminal building and their aircraft. This is the first 
use of this method in this country. 

PLANNING: The main elements of the scheme are the 
Terminal Building, of r.c. and prestressed concrete con- 
struction, largely glass-faced, which bestrides the diverted 
A.23 road, and adjoins the Terminal Area; this area in- 
cludes aprons for 18 aircraft stands, a freight shed, con- 
stabulary block, canteen, boiler house and extensive 
vehicle parks. To the north of the area are the MT depot, 
spectators’ enclosure and car park. The Control Tower, 
nerve centre of the control and navigation system, with 
the Fire Station near by, is sited to the north of the runway 
a mile west of the terminal area to give the best possible 
position to oversee aircraft movements. The Runway 
is 7,000 ft. long and 150 ft. wide, and runs from a point 
} mile west of the railway. The concrete surfaces are 
permanently darkened to make the markings the more 
conspicuous to pilots when landing. The runway has 
reinforced shoulders 75 ft. wide which are coloured pink 
and rough-surfaced to define the edges clearly. The 
runway has edge lights, wing bars and a unique system of

ARCHITECTURAL APPROACH: Close integration of rail 
and road transport approach determined the plan. All 
passenger handling takes place 22 ft. 6 in. above road level, 
access to the building from the diverted A.23 road being 
by means of a ramped roundabout over the road, and from 
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the railway platforms by a footbridge; passengers remain 
at this (concourse) level until they descend stairs into the 
pier at the further end of the concourse. The terminal 
building is 350 ft. long and 130 ft. wide, consisting of a 
platform at concourse level carried on widely-spaced 
columns. Prestressed beams, approximately 6 ft. deep 
and spanning 60 to 70 ft., run longitudinally and have slabs 
top and bottom forming duct spaces for baggage con- 
veyors and for services. Passengers outward are free to 
stay in the concourse until called to their aircraft; there 
is, however, a waiting lounge and customs hall for in- 
bound passengers. All baggage is moved between con- 
course and airside baggage-handling area, and vice versa, 
by mechanical conveyor belts on the ground floor of the 
‘finger.’ 


The control tower is a building housing radar and tele- 
communication services which require horizontal and 
vertical ducts accessible on each floor. It has an r.c. 
frame, left as struck, and infill panels are glass or brick. 
The staff canteen and public enclosure building have been 
carried out on the Anderson A.75 process of prefabrica- 
tion, which has been co-ordinated with work on the build- 
ing site; they were built in under two months. 


ENGINEERING Works: The whole of the work—which 
is regarded as a major triumph of co-ordination between 
the engineering consultants, the architects and the con- 
tractors—was designed and constructed in the space of 
33 months. The work has involved the demolition of 
some 60 houses, a hotel and a small factory; the re-routing 
of the A.23 road to circumnavigate the runway and pass 
under the terminal building; and major works of drainage, 
earth removal and filling-in to bring the runway sub- 
grade up to the required levels, so that good drainage 
could be obtained. As the whole area is low-lying, and 
has been subject to flooding, the amount of water flowing 
into the river Mole has been limited by the construction 
of large but shallow balancing ponds with weir outlets 
to control the flow into the Mole. These and other works, 
without whose completion the construction of apron and 
runway could not proceed, were carried out during difficult 
site conditions in the winter of 1956/57. 


The final pavement concrete of the runway is laid as a 
4 in. thick lean mix base concrete, a minimum crushing 
strength of 5,000 Ibs./sq. in. at 28 days being required of 
the contractors. Longitudinal joints on the runways are 
at 15 ft. centres, and transverse joints similarly spaced. 
A new feature has been the use of a polythene membrane 
laid between the final course concrete and the pavement 
quality concrete, which prevents loss of moisture from the 
lower slab and reduces the restraint and friction between 
the two slabs; Messrs. McAlpines completed these works 
in the spring of this year. They also began on certain 
foundation works to the terminal building in the autumn 
of 1956. 


Work on the superstructure was begun by the Turriff 
Construction Corporation, Ltd., in January 1957. Since 
late last year the various trades and specialists have been 
working at full pressure to ensure the completion of this 
building, and also the other structures—the constabulary 
block, operations block, central pier and flyover, boiler

of the platforms which most trains serving the airport will 
use. A welded steel bridge carries passengers to the con- 
course. All platforms have been lengthened and raised 
to take 12-car trains. Gilbert-Ash, Ltd., were appointed 
for the construction of the control tower, fire station and 
associated buildings in October, 1956; these were handed 
over 13 months later.

Wimbledon Centre Court 


To the Editor of The Builder 


GIR,—The illustrations and description 

of the fine new covered court build- 
ing at Wimbledon, published in your last 
issue, reminded me that when, in 1922, 
the All England Club moved from its old 
and cramped ground in Worple-road to 
the new one at Wimbledon Park, fear was 
widely expressed that this would be too 
big for its purpose. How baseless that 
fear has proved to be. On almost any 
day of ‘the fortnight’ the ground, large 
as it is, is uncomfortably over-crowded. 
Surely it should be enlarged. I know 
nothing of the plans or affairs of the 
Club, and the matter may well be under 
consideration; if it be, then it is satisfac- 
tory to know that there is plenty of land 
iramediately adjacent to the courts that 
could probably be acquired. 

The most pressing problem, however, is 
the inadequate seating capacity of the 
Centre Court (designed by the late Stanley 
Peach, FRIBA). Today it would be pos- 
sible, for the more important matches at 
least, to fill an arena as big as Wembley 
Stadium. No one wants that. Tennis is a 
game to which the spectator needs to be 
reasonably close for full enjoyment of its 
finer points; the superficial area of the Centre 
Court is just about right for that, but the 
seating capacity (15,000) is far too small. It 
needs to be greatly increased. 

There are at least two possibilities—to 
rebuild completely or to enlarge the present 
building. The former course, I should 
think, would be impracticable on the present 
site, and perhaps not feasible financially. 
As to the latter, from my limited knowledge 
of the building it should be possible to 
double the present seating accommodation 
by the addition of a tier of seats at the top. 

The rake would have to be fairly steep, 
giving a bird’s-eye view of the play, rather 
similar to that obtained of the stage from 
the gallery of a theatre, but I am sure that 
such accommodation, though not ideal, 
would be readily accepted. The proportions 
of the building, which are quite good, would 
of course be affected, but it would be pos- 
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“They've overdone this thermal insula- 
tion . . . look what’s happened to Polly !' 


sible, perhaps wy a cantilevered oversail at 
the top, to contrive new ones which would 
be no less ‘satisfactory. 

The architectural and engineering pro- 
blems involved in such an enlargement 
should not be insuperable, though | have 
heard it suggested that the period between 
tournaments is too short for a drastic 
remodelling of the building. The challenge 
is one, I should think, that would be readily 
taken up by any of our big firms of building 
contractors. 


With the great and ever-increasing popular 
interest in big tennis, thousands of enthusi- 
asts are denied the opportunity of seeing a 
Centre Court match (except on television). 
Something ought to be done for them. It 
would be interesting to know whether there 
are any plans to that end.

False Economy in Building 


To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR,—I was most interested to read Mr. 

Kenyon’s article (XXV) on this 
important subject which appeared in your 
issue of April 18 last. It is most 
encouraging to find a member of the 
architectural profession with sufficient 
courage to draw attention to this awful 
menace. His statements are painfully 
true and it is to be hoped that his recom- 
mendations will be seriously considered, 
not only by the members of his own 
Institute but by the building industry 
generally. 

I repeat what I have said elsewhere that 
‘to reduce first costs and pile up future 
costs of replacement and maintenance is 
surely false economy and the height of folly. 
We cannot escape our responsibility in this 
direction by leaving a legacy of trouble to 
future generations.’ 

Unfortunately Mr. Kenyon did not men- 
tion roofing amongst the trades which have 
suffered. The roof is, perhaps, the most 
vulnerable point in a ‘building. The 
hidden dangers of the lowering of standards 
in roof construction will be revealed as Mr. 
Kenyon predicts, and will become an 
unwarrantable burden on building owners. 
The owner-occupiers of houses who have 
risked their personal savings and committed 
themselves to long-term mortgage repay- 
ments will probably be the worst sufferers. 

I join Mr. Kenyon in his appeal for a 
speedy return to the use of good materials 
and to the craftsmanship of which the 
industry used to be justifiably proud.

QIR,—I can Only suppose that the con- 

tracts with which Mr. Eric Pearson 
deals (your issue of June 27) have no 
articles of agreement attached to them 
and that his firm is not named therein 
as ‘the Surveyor.’ If that is the case his 
letter does not call for comment. If it 
is not the case, I would ask him to read 
my letter again and ask why he is 
surprised? 
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It may be that he has been lucky so far 
and had no trouble with payments on 
account, but I think a little more experience 
will teach him that he is merely safeguard- 
ing his own and his firm’s interest by setting 
out the details in the way I have suggested. 
I can assure him that if he does not look 
after his own interests no other party men- 
tioned in the articles of agreement will do 
so for him. In so far as asking the client 
whether or not the nominated sub-con- 
tractors shall be notified of the amounts 
included for them, I feel that it would be 
analagous to taking the queries which arise 
during the writing of the bill to the client 
for settlement. The only trouble then 
would be that the client might wonder why 
he engaged a quantity surveyor only to do 
the work himself! 

Any further comment is, I think, super- 
fluous.

FASS Draft Form of Invitation 
to Tender 
To the Editor of The Builder 


GQ IR,—May I make the following 

general observations on the com- 
ments of your Special Correspondent 
(The Builder. June 6)? 

First, the form is a draft and we would 
not contend that the wording cannot 
possibly be improved. 

Second, our object was, and is, to 
encourage the use of the standard con- 
tractual documents, whatever their text at 
any given time. I do not see, therefore, 
why it should matter that one of them is 
at the moment under revision. 

Third, the admission of conditions 
additional to those contained in the 
standard contractual documents is inten- 
ded to be limited to cases where such 
conditions may be made essential by the 
nature of the job or of (in the case of a 
specialist sub-contract) the particular 
trade concerned. Such conditions under 
the draft may not be inserted at the 
whim of contractor or sub-contractor. If 
they are dictated by the nature of the job, 
they will be included by the architect 
himself in the bills of quantities; if 
dictated by the nature of the trade, they 
should be in a standard form negotiated 
between the RIBA and the association 
representative of the trade concerned.

HE south-east corner of the Gatwick airport site is to 
be developed as a maintenance area for aircraft 
using the airport. The first building to be erected on the 
site is that for Transair, Ltd., an independent airline; 
it will provide an operations base, offices and a hangar for 
the company. The hangar is 282 ft. long, 112 ft. wide and 
41 ft. high (clear internal height 30 ft.); it is surrounded 
on three sides by annexes containing workshops, stores 
and offices. A prestressed concrete apron stretches in 
front of the building. 

Hangar Structure: The hangar is remarkable for its roof 
structure, notably the interconnected 110 ft. triangular 
precast and prestressed space frames which span the width 
of the building. The frames themselves are highly 
interesting—a lace-like lattice of slender ribs and nodes 
indicating the strength and elegance which can be achieved 
by a combination of precasting and prestressing. The 
8 ft. 8 in. deep space frames are actually triangular second- 
ary beams which span the full width of the hangar. The 
frames present an economical method for taking full 
advantage of the permissible depth of the roof members; 
solid concrete beams would have meant increased weight 
and no overall economy. They were designed to eliminate 
purlins by splitting the top boom into parallel members 


3 ft. 4 in. apart, horizontal loads exerted by the triangular 
web members being distributed by diagonal members in 
the plan of the roof. The effect is triangulation in both 
the vertical and horizontal planes. ‘Stramit’ cladding panels 
were then laid directly over the parallel members of the 
top boom. 

All of the members in the frames were precast, and were 
assembled on the floor of the hangar with mortared 
square-butt joints. Each beam was assembled imme- 
diately under its final position and then hoisted by a single 
vertical lift; the triangular cross-section provided sufficient 
rigidity in torsion to avoid any risk of buckling. At the 
rear of the building the lifting gear was accommodated 
within reinforced concrete columns of U cross-section 
which support the end blocks of the beams. At the front 
of the building tubular scaffolding was used both as a 
mounting for the lifting gear and as a temporary support 
for the beams. After all the frames had been lifted into 
position they were stressed together transversely by 
continuous cables through the transverse members in the 
top booms of the frames. Each cable was composed of 
0.200 in. diameter wires which were stressed on the PSC 
one-wire system. 

To simplify precasting and assembly all the members of

Some of the precast, prestressed 
concrete space frames after erection 
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the space frames have a constant cross-section; actually the 
only members in the frames in a fully stressed state are 
the top boom members at mid-span and the diagonals 
and bottom boom members near the supports. Working 
stresses were maintained at the moderate figure of 1,500 
Ib./sq. in. for a specified minimum compressive strength 
of 6,000 Ib./sq. in. at 28 days. Sections can be dimen- 
sioned in direct proportion to the working stress in a beam 
of this nature, provided, of course, that buckling strength 
is adequate. In fact, the beams weigh 22 Ib./sq. ft. of 
area covered, and the completed roof weighs a little under 
30 Ib./sq. ft. 

At the rear of the building the U-section columns are all 
tied together by precast edge beams in the form of gutters. 
At the front of the building, over the two hangar doors, 
a 10 ft. deep main beam was formed by fitting additional 
members between the ends of the secondary beams. The 
beam is continuous and is supported by three prestressed 
concrete columns to provide two clear spans of 140 ft. 

The main prestressed force for the main beam was 
applied (through the parabolic cables) on the Freyssinet 
system. 

Lighting: A high daylighting factor is ensured in the 
hangar by a complete wall of patent glazing on three sides, 
above the roof level of the adjoining annexes. The ply- 
glass used is both thermally insulating and light diffusing. 
The fourth wall of the hangar is filled entirely by the power- 
operated folding sliding doors. At the front end of each 
secondary beam the bottom boom projects through the 
triangular end frame to support a small canopy and the 
door fixings. 

Cost: Economy in planning, design and construction, 
both as regards first cost and maintenance, was a primary 
consideration. By careful study and analysis of structure, 
planning, selection of materials and detail, and by using 
standard products to the maximum extent possible, the

cost of the building was brought down to about half that 
of similar maintenance bases built since the war. 

The Apron: The prestressed concrete apron in front of 
the Transair building has overall dimensions of 290 ft. 
by 230 ft. The slab is 5 in. thick and is laid on two layers 
of waxed paper on 3 in. of oversite concrete blinding; 
it is prestressed by Freyssinet cables, each consisting of 
12 wires of 0.200 in. dia., at 3 ft. centres longitudinally 
and 5 ft. centres transversely. The anchorages bear 
externally on reinforced concrete precast edge beams; 
in situ edging concrete was later cast around these 
anchorages.

Lagos Commission 


]N the House of Commons on Tuesday 
Mr. Goucu asked the Minister of 
Works what process of selection was 
adopted before Mr. Lionel Brett was 
commissioned to prepare the design for 
the United Kingdom High Commis- 
sioner’s residence in Lagos, and what fees 
were being paid for this work. 

Mr. Mo son.—I decided to commis- 
sion Mr. Lionel Brett after consultation 
with my advisers. Mr. Brett will 
receive ‘a fee based on the normal RIBA 
scales for this type of commission. 

Mr. Goucu asked if he did not con- 
sider that in a project as important as 
this some form of competition would have 
been better. There was an inquiry being 
held into buildings at Hatfield in which 
this gentleman’s name might be men- 
tioned. Would it not have wiser to 
have waited for the outcome of that 
inquiry before making this appointment? 

Mr. MOLson said that Mr. Brett had 
his full confidence. The urgency of this 
scheme would not have allowed the time 
necessary for a competition, and he was 
not satisfied that a competition was desir- 
able. He was not in favour of competi- 
tions as a means of appointing architects 
for schemes of this type. In the last 
hundred years his department had on a 
number of occasions organised competi- 


tions, and in no single case had the: 


successful design for a major Govern- 
ment building been carried out. 

In a further reply he stated that this 
architect had an established reputation as 
one of the best architects of the younger 
school. He added: ‘I am quite satisfied 
that he is a most suitable person to be 
entrusted with the responsible and very 
important job.’

RaG Fair, PETTICOAT-LANE.—This lane 
has been figuring in Parliament.

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Thermal Insulation of Industrial Buildings 


Regulations under the Thermal Insulation (Industrial Buildings) Act, 1957, are due 
to come into force on January | next. These Regulations have not yet been made, and 
in the belief that it may help to clarify certain issues ‘The Builder’ has commissioned 
a team of experts to make practical suggestions.

2.—The Fire Officer’s 
Viewpoint 


By G. EASTHAM , Chief Fire Officer, 
Worcester City and County Fire 
Brigade 


Fr was apparent when the Thermal 

Insulation Bill was being debated in the 
House of Commons that there was an 
awareness in the House of the need for a 
fairly high level of safety for any increased 
fire risk. The Regulations that must flow 
from the Act will need to be studied by all 
parties interested in safety and insurance 
to see that too high an emphasis is not 
placed on conservation of heat to the risk 
of life and property. 

Industry is demanding a larger area of 
unbroken space in any one building 
because of automation and economic 
storage. Time and work study must 
favour such construction; even the opening 
of a door can result in much increased 
time spent in a working day. Large open 
spaces must lead to heavy losses, and there 
have been many examples in the last few 
years of total losses in such factories or 
storage. A fireman, however, needs a

line on which to stand. When a factory 
has a roof which can spread combustion, 
or an internal lining which can achieve 
the same rapid spread, we have the most 
dangerous conditions of all. Fire can eat 
behind the defence line, on which it has 
been decided to make a stand, by travelling 
above the fire-fighters in the case of the 
roof, or, more dangerous still, between 
the insulated lining and the roof. Under 
the latter conditions it may not be apparent 
to the fire-fighter that his line of defence 
has been broken until fire breaks through 
behind him. 


I see no need for the regulations to differ 
from the present pattern. The model 
by-laws, implementing the new paragraphs 
on fire resistance, have worked fairly 
satisfactorily with technical advice being 
given to the appropriate authorities. It is 
easier, of course, where a fire authority is 
also responsible for the supervision of the 
by-laws in its capacity as a County 
Borough, but District Councils are now 
getting used to calling upon the advice 
available from the County Council. I 
would hope the Minister would draw the 
attention of the authorities made respons- 
ible for the regulations to the skilled 
technical advice available 
from fire authorities. 

The Chief Fire Officer of 
any County or County 
Borough has a _ responsi- 
bility under modern con- 
ditions to see that the 
increasing life and property 
risk is not put to too great 
a hazard by cheap and 
nasty methods of construc- 
tion, though actual con- 
struction of buildings, in 
nearly every case, comes 
under the control of other 
agencies. Economy of 
construction and efficiency, 
from the Fire Service point 
of view, are seldom good 
bedfellows. Good insula- 
tion, with materials which 
will not materially add to 
the risk, can help in 
maintaining the fire within 
the original room of igni- 
tion. Bad construction, with 
doubtful spread of flame 
characteristics and added 
combustible area in the 
event of subsequent fire, 
will unquestionably increase 
the possibility of life and 
fire loss. 

The traditional./methods 
of constructionin th@United 
Kingdom have given, in the 

‘past, a: high standard of 
fire protection. Such con- 
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struction was by brick and plaster; a 
4} in. brick wall, plastered both sides, 
gives a fire resistance of two hours—a very 
high standard of protection which allows 
a fire attack to be made successfully and 
occupants to escape with safety. 


Certain methods of construction give 
less than half-hour safety as between com- 
partments of a building. In one case the 
building, a non-traditional prefabricated 
house in which two children lost their 
lives, was completely destroyed in under 
half an hour. The aim has been to get 
cost per square foot, whether of house, 
factory, store or school, to the minimum. 
Losses of £1,000,000 plus, with untold loss 
from subsequent damage to trade, have 
resulted, in some cases, from single fires 
in buildings built to sub-standard con- 
struction during the war years. The aim 
has been to get maximum benefit out of 
any capital expenditure by the developer. 
This must thean that many non-traditional 
premises have been, and will be, built, 
often with external walls and roof of light 
construction, the ‘very conditions which 
give bad thermal insulation and require 
lining with suitable insulating materials. 


To give examples of the effect of thermal 
insulation I cannot do better than quote 
from a recent publication of the Fire 
Protection Association: 


Comparative Fire Hazard of 
Materials 


‘Tests carried out by the Joint Fire 
Research Organisation have shown that 
combustible linings, e.g., wood fibre or 
strawboard, present a fire hazard in that 
they encourage rapid growth of fire within 
buildings, particularly when used in con- 
junction ‘with cavities. In the case of 
linings subjected to flame retardant treat- 
ments, development of fire is restricted up 
to a certain stage but flammable gases 
are eventually given off by the protected 
linings in sufficient quantities to accelerate 
the spread of fire. Linings of plasterboard, 
asbestos, insulating board or wood-wool 
cement slabs are not in themselves a fire 
hazard. 


‘Tests have been made on two full-scale 
houses of similar design, both having 
internal linings of wood fibreboard. In 
one of the houses, however, an additional 
lining of % in. plasterboard covered the 
whole of the fibreboard. These tests 
showed that the addition of the plaster- 
board retarded the development of the fire 
by about 20 minutes; but that in due course 
the fibreboard became involved, and that 
once this occurred the rate of growth of 
the fire was little affected by the plaster- 
board. 


‘Another series of tests showed that the 
growth of fire could be simulated suffi- 
ciently accurately by the use of small-scale 
models to justify their use in a comparative 
study of the behaviour of building boards 
under fire conditions. Table III gives 
particulars and results of boards tested 
in model rooms where walls and ceilings 
were lined 


‘The erection of insulating linings with 
air spaces behind them is not recom- 
mended, but where this is unavoidable 
the air space should be broken up into 
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small sections by the use of strips of timber 
of at least 2 in. thickness as fire stops. 
Special care should be taken to provide 
fire stops at wall, floor and ceiling junctions. 

It will be seen from the extracts quoted

that the time factor of flame spread differs 
considerably and that there is a marked 
difference between the properties of the 
various materials tested. Some add to 
the fuel available to a fire, others do not.

Ventilation 


Ventilation of a building affects the fire 
spread materially. Recent events, par- 
ticularly of fires in large industrial single- 
storey structures, have shown that an 
ability to control the ventilation in such 
buildings can be an asset to fire-fighting 
operations. 

Screens or curtains dividing a large 
open building can be an additional safe- 
guard in appropriate cases, allowing the 
area to be limited, and a fire defence to be 
made. Ventilation becomes far more 
complex in a multi-storey structure and 
requires careful consideration of the path 
which heat and smoke might take. Auto- 
matic ventilation can have special hazards 
and allow a fiow of oxygen to the fire area. 
Careful thought needs to be given in 
applying these principles to any particular 
building, and the architect or owner should 
contact the appropriate Fire Authority 
at an early stage of any scheme that is 
likely to affect the fire load, 

The Fire Service fully recognises that 
there is a crying need to conserve the fuel 
of the country and thus increase the 
standard of living, but it is hoped that due 
regard will be paid by all interested parties 
to the need to preserve life and property 
and not make the United Kingdom a more 
unsafe country than it is at present. I am 
sure that Chief Fire Officers, and their 
trained staff of fire prevention officers, 
will do all in their power to co-operate in 
the new legislation,

BARTLETT SCHOOL 
EXHIBITION 


Interesting Work by ‘Old Boys’ and 
Students 


AN exhibition of students’ work was 

arranged at the Bartlett School of 
Architecture, University College, London, 
in connection with the College Assembly 
of Faculties on June 26. This school 
stands a little apart from the others. The 
difference is not easy to define, but is 
perhaps conveniently expressed —as by 
one of its staff on a previous occasion— 
as greater emphasis on the classical and 
traditional. 

Even in face of such a generally good 
exhibition, some doubts must creep in 
about the practical or lasting value of 
this. I am not speaking merely of the 
drawing out of the Classical Orders: con- 
troversy over this is, I think, overdone. 
There are many good reasons for its per- 
petuation, which are (significantly) often 
cogently argued by the most progressive 
‘modernists.’ The chief one is often 
overlooked — that First-year men must 
draw something, and it might as well be 
architecture generally accepted as the best 
of its kind and time. But I also think there 
is an analogy with the accepted classical 
education, whose uselessness is boasted 
of by the snobbier classics masters and 
whose practical usefulness underrated in 
learning our own ge and its idiom. 
The application of such discipline and 
exercise is overlooked. 

Unfortunately exercise, whether 
mental or physical, is not an end in itself. 
Listen to the baying of ‘ hearties’ or the 
twittering of ‘intellectuals’ at any 
gathering, and ask yourself whether the 
net result of prolonged basic-training is 
not metaphorical muscle-binding and 
mind-narrowing. These misgivings, how- 
ever, apply to the accepted system of 
school training for architecture, which I 
think is overdue to split wide open. Mean- 
time, the schools may understandably 
‘keep tight hold the hand of nurse, for 
fear of meeting something worse,’ and 
perhaps some hold tighter and longer 
than others. 

I turn first to the interesting selection 
of work by ‘old boys,’ who include 
Louis Osman, R. Seifert, Marshall 
Sisson, Basil Spence, Hugh Casson, A. H. 
Devereux and E. L. Davies, Frank Scar- 
lett, Guy Morgan and D. Nightingale. As 
earnest of my having no ulterior motive 
in doing so, these will be seen to be a 
pretty representative professional cross 
section; there” are among them abilities 
that would, I feel, have ‘come through’ 
irrespective of training, but your guess as 
to what if anything is to be deduced from 
this is as good as mine. 

Turning to the students—collectively, 
as must be in a brief note—the First Year 
tackle their exercises smartly. There is 
some rather wishy-washy mosaicery, and 
a fashionably Japanesy set of playing 
cards seemed a more congenial set-piece. 
The Second Year deal manfully with a 
Cotswold Vicarage, obviously encounter- 
ing the question where to dig in the ver- 
nacular-bed as regards traditional crafts- 
manship and materials. At least one 


esquisse—an Open-air Theatre—struck 
me as most imaginative and promising. 

The Third Year’s pubs were well 
handled, but still fail to discover a for- 
mula for creating that increasingly phony 
atmosphere for phony conviviality— 
hence perhaps the ‘ laughing-stock- 
brokers’ Tudor,’ still so beloved by 
brewers. A very pérceptive job of 
research was a survey of St. Benet’s, 
Paul’s Wharf: this is the sort of exercise 
which I feel is lastingly useful. 

The customary crisping-up happens in 
the Fourth Year: a University Chapel was 
well realised, though I would like to have 
such expert views as Westwood’s on a 
Sports Shop plan. The Fifth Year is 
impressive in either presentation or 
design, and sometimes both. There is 
a first-rate Ski Centre, but a British 
Embassy was perhaps flattered by pre- 
sentation though better, at that, than we 
offer sceptical and not uncultured 
foreigners. The reverse applied to a 
Yacht Station, which would build better 
than it looked. A Customs Facilities 
group and a Church were eminently 
mature. 

Apologies to the students for devoting 
half this note to tilting at education 
generally. This, however, may be rele- 
vant in view of criticism of which the 
Bartlett has had its share. My own 
really boils down to an apparently pro- 
tracted square-bashing at an age when 
people should be enjoying themselves, 
and I would like to see the Bartlett let out 
on a quite undisciplined and disorgani- 
sed Field Day from time to time. The 
results, I suspect, would dispel any 
suspicion of * party manners’ or timidity.

He went on to ask the students present 
not to collaborate in the future with any- 
one who asked them to ‘patch the un- 
patchable,’ such as the inside of an ugly 
building. Mean surroundings did nothing 
to enable the mind and it was possible for 
them to undo much of the evil which had 
been done by others in the past.

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CHELMSFORD 
REDEVELOPMENT 


Scheme for Town Centre 


ROPOSALS have been placed before 

the Essex County Planning Committee 
and Chelmsford Borough Council for 
development and improvement of the town 
centre of Chelmsford. The objectives are 
to co-ordinate the very considerable 
schemes for public and commercial develop- 
ment which are immediately required and 
are now practicable and to provide for the 
improvements necessary in the business 
centre of this rapidly growing town. 

The plan presented by the County Plan- 
ning Adviser, Mr. Leslie A. Leaver, MTPI, 
MinstMunE, provides for the improvement 
and development of the central area of 
Cheimsford. Chelmsford is the centre of 
the diocese, the County town of Essex, a 
market and shopping centre for a wide 
agricultural district and an industrial town 
of international importance. There already 
are proposals for enlargement of the 
Cathedral Church and for the erection of 
new administrative buildings for the County 
and Borough Councils and for the Essex 
River Board. A new general post office 
and new law courts are also required. 

The first stage of the new buildings for 
the Mid-Essex Technical College is already 
taking shape and plans are being prepared 
for a second stage. But the town centre as 
yet retains the character of the small market 
town and traffic continues to thread its way 
through the narrow shopping streets. 

The main proposals include :— 

New traffic roads —Two new main roads 
are designed to take traffic out of the main 
shopping streets and so to ensure the safety 
and improve the conditions for people shop- 
ping and having business in the town. 

A Cathedral precinct will enclose the area 
north and west of the Cathedral Church. 
The proposed enlargement of the Church 
to Cathedral proportions justifies an open 
space before the main west front and the 
erection of buildings suitably related to it. 

A new market place will be laid out be- 
tween Market Road (at a point behind the 
Corn Exchange) and the River Can, faced 
on the one side by shops and on the other 
by public buildings. 

The present cattle market, which the 
Borough Council propose to remove to 
Victoria Road, provides an excellent site 
for some of the new public offices that are 
required. The scheme now put forward is 
thus for the shops to face westward and the 
public offices to face eastward across a 
market place which will slope down from 
Market Road to the river. This market 
place is to be for pedestrians only. 

Parks and Open Space.—A main feature 
of the plan is an extension of the parkway 
along the river bank and the provision ef a 
paved riverside terrace fronted by shops 
between the market place and New London 
Road. The proposals will bring the river- 
side parkland more into the town centre, 
more open to view and of greater use. 

Service roads.to shops.—Proposals are 
made for service roads behind the shops. 

Car parks.—-A large new car park is pro- 
posed east of High Street where there is an 
area of vacant land wasted as a result of its 
present inadequate access. Other car parks 
are also proposed. 
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EVERYDAY THINGS 
from Abroad 
By A. W, KENYON, CBE, FRIBA 
XXXV.—Plastering 


I CANNOT help thinking that we have 

a great deal to learn from foreign 
countries about plastering. I have just 
had an opportunity of watching this be- 
ing done where I have been staying in 
Italy and talking to the plasterers. The 
men seein to take a great pride in their 
work. They never lay the plaster on; 
they always throw it on with a brick- 
layer’s trowel and I have not seen a metal 
float used—this is always of wood. 
Whether this method prevents cracking 
it is difficult to say, but one never seems 
to see cracking or crazing plaster. The 
sand for external work is much sharper 
than qurs, and it certainly would not 
stick to a metal float. 


The European countries have a longer 
tradition of plastered buildings than we 
have as they have very little finished 
brickwork. The stonework and rough 
brickwork are often plastered. The stucco 
used during the Regency period in 





England appears to have stood the test 
over many years, but this was always 
painted. Have we now lost the art of 
stucco? With modern designs turning 
to various forms of outside cladding, is 
it likely that plastering will come into 
its own again, and if so, have we still 
got the skill to do it properly? 


For internal plastering we certainly 
had a wonderful tradition in moulded 
and decorative work. This may not 
return but it would be pleasant to think 
that we may find other forms of 
expression for the plasterer’s art suited to 
modern design and continuing the high 
tradition, and that we shall be able to 
train our plasterers to do the work. 


In one new and modern hotel in which 
I have stayed on my travels the plaster- 
ing was flawless; the arrises were sharp; 
the little bottle coves at the ceiling were 
true, and it was altogether a piece of 
magnificent craftsmanship. ‘How is it 
done?’ I said to myself, knowing that 
since the war I had seen nothing like it 
in England. _In another hotel in a 
country district, barrel-vaulted ceilings 
were used — admittedly a thing of the 


past and not done today—but these had 
been executed by the local workmen. 
Tradition again, | suppose. The men had 
been brought up to do it like that, and 
they had learnt nothing worse. 

I inquired who the architect was for 
the alteration to this particular building 
because the workmanship was so good 
generally and everything was in such 
good taste. I was told he was a local 
engineer: no doubt this meant architect, 
as the difference in terms abroad is not 
always distinguishable. Unfortunately I 
was unable to meet him, which I would 
liked to have done in order at least to 
congratulate him. 

I am pleading for better plastering. Is 
it possible? 


LONDON 
ARCHITECTURE MEDAL 
RIBA Council Make Award 


THE RIBA Council, at its meeting on 

June 17, confirmed the recommen- 
dation of the Jury entrusted with the 
award of the London Architecture Medal 
for the year ending December 31 last that 
the medal should be awarded to Mr. 
Frederick MacManus, FRIBA (Messrs. 
Edward Armstrong and MacManus), for 
Brunel House, 105, Cheyne-walk, Chel- 
sea, SW10, designed for the Chelsea 
Borough Council. 

Other medal awards announced are: 

The Liverpool Architectural Society: New 
Heys High School for Girls, Heath-road, 
Liverpool 19, designed by Messrs. Herbert 
Thearle (Herbert Thearle (F) and Laurence 
Bennett Thearle (A)) in collaboration with 
Dr. Ronald Bradbury (F), City Architect of 
Liverpool. 

The Essex, Cambridge and Hertfordshire 
Society of Architects: The Seed Warehouse, 
Witham, Essex, designed by Chamberlin, 
Powell and Bon (Peter Chamberlin (A), 
Geoffry Powel] (A) and Christof Bon). 

Code of Procedure for Selective Tendering 
and Standard Forms of Estimate and of 
Nomination for Nominated Sub-Contractors: 
The Joint Consultative Committee of Archi- 
tects, Quantity Surveyors and Builders had 
asked the Institute for observations on the 
drafts of three standard forms: a code of 
procedure for Selective Tendering; a standard 
form of estimate for Nominated Sub-Con- 
tractors, and a standard form of nomination 
of Nominated Sub-Contractors. These forms 
have been examined by the Practice Com- 
mittee, and on their recommendation a num- 
ber of observations were approved by the 
Council for reference back to the Joint Con 
sultative Committee. : 


Architectural Competitions in Scotland: 
After consultation with the Royal Incorpora- 
tion of Architects in Scotland, and on the 
advice of the Competitions Committee, the 
following arrangements for the future were 
approved: 

1. Competitions for buildings in Scot- 
land which are to be confined to archi- 
tects practising in Scotland should be left 
to the RIAS to deal with as at present. 

2. Competitions for buildings in Scot- 
land which are to be open to architects 
practising outside Scotland should con- 
tinue to be dealt with by the RIBA, but 
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there should be consultation with the 

RIAS on any points of difficulty, and fur- 

ther, the President of the RIBA should 

confer with the President of the RIAS 
on the nomination of an assessor or 
assessors for such competitions. 

RIBA Regulations governing the Promo- 
tion and Conduct of Architectural Com- 
petitions : Clause 16 now reads as follows: 

* Before giving approval to competitions 
involving the use of new methods of con- 
struction or new materials, the RIBA will 
require to be satisfied that such new 
methods or such new materials are satis- 
factory, having been favourably reported 
upon by the Interdepartmental Committee 
on House Construction (The “ Burt” 
Committee) or some similar‘ responsible 
body. 

‘If in such a competition the successful 
competitor is not called upon to supervise 
the erection of the building, provision 
must be made.in the competition condi- 
tions to safeguard him against any legal 
responsibility for constructional or other 
defects which may arise if the building is 
erected, which responsibility must remain 
with the promoters.’ 

On the recommendation of the Competi- 
tions Committee, it was agreed to delete this 
clause as now being out of date. 

International Union of Architects: 
Assembly and Congress, 1961: On the re- 
commendation of the UK Committee, it was 
agreed that the theme for the International 
Congress to be held in London in 1961 under 
the auspices of the RIBA should be * New 
Techniques and Materials—Their ]mpact on 
Architecture.’ 


‘CONSTRUCTION OF 
BUILDINGS IN LONDON’ 


Open-sided Garages 


Tue London County Council’s' recent 
publication ‘Construction of Buildings. in 
London’ included its principles for the 
guidance of applicants in respect of build- 
ings of excess height and/or additional 
cubical content requiring approval under 
Section 20 of the London Building Acts 
(Amendment) Act, 1939. A further appendix 
to these principles is now issued as 
follows :— 

Open-sided garages on sites with satis- 
factory access for fire-fighting, subject to 
control under Section 20 of the London 
Building Acts (Amendment) Act, 1939, and

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IN PARLIAMENT 
By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
Landlord and Tenant Changes 


A MAJOR change in the Landlord and 
Tenant Bill [which provides protec- 
tion for certain tenants of decontrolled prop- 
erties threatened with eviction] was made 
in the House of Commons on June 23 dur- 
ing the final stages of its progress through 
the House. The Bill, which was read the 
third time, is now before the House of 
Lords where a speedy passage is expected. 
The amendment, which was moved by 
Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, would disqualify 
an occupier or tenant from obtaining a sus- 
pension of the execution of the notice to 
quit order only if he refused an offer of a 
new tenancy that he could reasonably be 
expected to accept. Under the Bill as it 
was drafted the occupier had to satisfy the 
court that he had made reasonable efforts 
to secure a tenancy for a period of not less 
than three years. If there was one reason- 
able step that he could have taken, but did 
not, the landlord would win. 

It was explained by the Minister that it 
was not the Government's intention to 
afford the landlord a chance of winning by 
proving that there was some possible step 
that could have been taken, but which the 
tenant had not thought about. 

An Opposition amendment to the 
Government's proposal to provide that 
back-dated rent should be treated as a 
premium was resisted by Mr. Brooke with 
a Statement that caused some discomfiture 
among several of his supporters. The 
Minister argued that back-dated rent under 
a new tenancy was rent, not a premium. 
This kind of payment was irrecoverable by 
the landlord, but the tenant could get it 
back if he had paid it. There was nothing, 
he said, in the Government’s proposal that 
could commend to a landlord the idea of 
back-dating a rent. 

Mr. GRAHAM PaGe, a Conservative back 
bencher, however, expressed profound dis- 
turbance at the Minister’s statement that 
back-dated rent was not a premium. There 
must be occasions when it was proper to 
claim rent before the signing of an agree- 
ment, but if it was back-dated to a date be- 
fore any verbal agreement he could not see 
how it was anything but a premium. 

The amendment was rejected by 215 
votes to 163, and the Government amend- 
ment agreed to. 

Mr. Brooke later found himself in con- 
flict with more Conservatives during dis- 
cussion on an amendment to ensure that 
a tenant would not be involved in legal 
costs merely because he availed himself of 
the protection in the Bill. He pointed out 
that some action would be taken on this 
issue by the Lord Chancellor, but this did 
not satisfy DAME IRENE Warp, who ex- 
pressed perturbation at a-regrettable deci- 
sion. The amendment was rejected by 175 
votes to 157, a majority of 18. 


Opencast Mining 
SOME sharp criticism about the limits 
without which opencast coal opera- 
tions could be carried on around dwellings 
was made in the House of Lords on June 
26 by Viscount Ripvey during the second 


reading of the Opencast Coal Bill. He said 
that if one owned a rather large house with 
a garden round it, the house and garden 
could not be taken for these operations. 
But if one lived in a small house in a vil- 
lage, and there was a diminutive garden, or 
no garden at all, the land could be taken 
for working right up to the very walls. 

It had been explained to him that if one 
lived in a cottage one was not the legal 
vecupier of the land, and thus had no 
interest in the matter. He had been living 
for the last two years with workings about 
200 yards away from him. It was tolerable 
but by no means pleasant. 


Anomalous Position 


The conditions of anyone living in a 
small cottage in a small village, or the out- 
skirts of a town, with this kind of thing 
going on right up to the walls could not be 
imagined. It was absolutely fantastic and 
perfectly ridiculous that a large and sub- 
stantial garden around a big house should 
keep it safe and enable it to escape, but 
that not even 50 yds. around a small house 
should be protected. 
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Lorp Mfiits, Minister of Power, con- 
fessed to a ‘good deal of sympathy’ for 
Lord Ridley’s point of view, but pointed out 
that it would not be practicable to make 
any conditions which would be satisfactory 
and which would not result in the sterilisa- 
tion of large tonnages of coal. The nuisance 
of opencast workings next to a dwelling 
was fully appreciated, and he had already 
taken action to prevent some cases. 

Ear WALDEGRAVE expressed the concern 
of water undertakings about the advent of 
the Bill. He said that it would not take 
much imagination to realise how easily 
underground pipes could be destroyed or 
water bearing strata disturbed, for water 
sources to be polluted and even the struc- 
tures of water works to be damaged to the 
point of collapse. He wanted a complete 
ban on these operations in areas where 
there were gathering grounds and large 
reservoirs. 

Lorp Mutts said that he was not sure 
that the Bill adequately covered this aspect, 
and would like to discuss it with Lord 
Waldegrave.

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OTHER BUSINESS 
Petrol Filling Stations 


Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, stated in the Commons on June 24, 
that in 1957 there were 572 appeals against 
planning refusals for petrol filling stations, 
of which 78 were allowed. In the previous 
year, the figures were 374 and 82. He 
pointed out that locai planning authorities 
were not required to supply statistics about 
planning applications to the Minister, who 
did not consider that he would be justified 
in asking them to do so for applications for 
petrol filling stations. 

Later, in reply to a question by Mr. 
Ernest Davies, the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary said that in dealing with an applica- 
tion for a petrol filling station, a planning 
authority was required to bear in mind the 
Development Plan for the area and to any 
other material considerations. The Minister 
had. recently issued a circular to. planning 
authorities giving some guidance about the 
considerations likely to arise. These in- 
cluded the type of road; the siting and lay- 
out of the station; its effect on traffic flow 
and safety; and its effect on amenity. 


Forth Road Bridge Starts 

Mr. J. S. Mactay, replying on June 24, 
to SiR WM. ANSTRUTHER-GraAy, said :—The 
Forth Road Bridge Joint Board have, with 
my approval, recently placed.a contract for 
site clearing work at South Queensferry, 
which is an essential preliminary to the con- 
struction of the bridge, and I undersiand 
that a start was made on this work yester- 
day. The board are pressing on with the 
negotiations for the two main contracts, and 
I hope it will be possible to begin work on 
the bridge itself in two or three months. 


Roman Remains in London 


Mr. HucH MOoLson, replying on June 24 
to Mr. ANTHONY GREENWOOD, said :—The 
Roman hypocaust beneath the London Coal 
Exchange is scheduled as an Ancient Monu- 
ment and three months’ notice is required 
under the Ancient Monuments Acts of in- 
tention to carry out any works affecting it. 
If proposals for the demolition of the ex- 
change proceed, the City Corporation have 
promised to consult my department on 
means of preserving the hypocaust. 

Mr. Molson also stated in another 
answer about the preservation of the 
London Wall, in which he repeated what 
had been said in the Lords the previous 
week about the avoidance of further 
demolition, that he was approaching 
the City Corporation with the sugges- 
tion that it might be desirable for further 
exploration to take place before large scale 
building work was undertaken in the 
neighbourhood. 


Cost of Roads 


Mr. HaRotp WarKINSON, in a written 
reply on June 25, to Mr. Gower, stated: — 
Government expenditure on major road im- 
provements in England and Wales for the 
financial year 1957-58 was £22.7m. and 
£900,000 respectively. It is estimated that 
comparable figures for the current year will 
be £33.5m. (including £700,000 on the Ross 
Spur Motorway, which is of close interest 
to South Wales) and £1.7m.

Regarding Principle If of the Code of 
Conduct it kad been reported to the Com- 
mittee that a company of refrigeration and 
air conditioning engineers sent to a firm of 
architects a cheque for £266 12s. which the 
covering letter stated to be ‘the standard 
introductory commissicn of 10 per cent. 
which we offer to architects on the total 
value of the order obtained. ... The firm 
of architects (who, incidentally, had in- 
stalled this particular refrigerating plant on 
their client’s instructions) had immediately 
informed the company that architects were 
prohibited by their Code from accepting 
any payments whatsoever by way of com- 
mission, and had forwarded the cheque to 
their clients. 

The Registrar had written to the com- 
pany, drawing their attention to the relevant 
provisions of the Code of Professional Con- 
duct, and pointing out that if an architect 
were mistakenly to accept a commission, 
such as they offered, he would not only 
place his professional standing in jeopardy, 
but would also render himself liable to dis- 
ciplinary action which might result in his 
name being removed from the register. The 
Committee had instructed the Registrar to 
write in similar terms to the associations of 
specialist suppliers and sub-contractors, with 
a request that the letter be brought to the 
notice of their members. 

In response to a request for guidance, 
the Committee had informed an architect 
that the use of his name and professional 
description, in certain trade publications, in 
connection with the design of structural 
glass for which he had been commissioned, 
did not infringe ‘the Code of Professional 
Conduct; but that they considered the use 
of his name in conjunction with a trade 
name undesirable. 


HELIPORT FOR LONDON 


Minister Approves Battersea 
Scheme 

Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has approved the 
construction by Westland Aircraft, Ltd., of 
a helicopter landing station on the Thames 
at Battersea for a period of seven years, but 
has refused an application by Rotorports, 
Ltd., to build a heliport on the river between 
Lambeth and Vauxhall bridges, Public 
local inquiries into the applications were 
held during May. 

The Westland proposal is for a T-shaped 
landing platform on piles extending out over 
the foreshore of the river for approximately 
100 feet for use during the next seven years. 
It will be designed to take an impact land- 
ing load of 15 tons.

Annual General Meeting 


MUUSREPRESENTATION of their 
activities had been widespread, and 
even among enlightened people there had 
been too little understanding of the many 
distinct classes of work which went to 
make up an effective usage of town plan- 
ning, said the President, Mr. B. J. 
CoLLins, FRICS, reviewing the year's 
work at the annual meeting of the Town 
Planning Institute, held at Church House, 
Westminster, SW1, on June 25. 

There was in particular, he thought, a 
danger of cleavage between town planners 
on the one hand in official positions, and 
on the other hand in private practice, 
whereas in truth they all had the art and 
science of town planning at heart, 
and their efforts were complementary and 
indispensable to one another. This had 
led him throughout his term of office to 
work for solidarity within their Institute, 
for greater recognition of what their 
members had already achieved in so 
many different fields, and for making of 
all their further efforts, which proper 
development of our country now cried 
out for, in concert with all like-minded 
persons, It had been an active year and 
the influence of the Institute had made 
some progress. 

During the year 236 new members had 
been elected, comprising two Members, 
103 Associate Members, eight Legal 
Associate Members and 123 Students. 
Nineteen Associate Members had been 
transferred to Membership. Beginning 
on January 1, 1959, candidates for 
Associate Membership would be required 
te satisfy the Council of two years’ prac- 
tical experience instead of one as before. 
Mr, James Macaulay, MBE, had founded 
a prize of approximately 10 guineas per 
annum for the candidate in Scotland who 
obtained the highest marks in Part II of 
the Institute’s Intermediate Examination, 
and this would be first awarded for the 
1959 examination. 


The Council had approved of a new 
course to take the place of the old Certifi- 
cate Course at the University of Durham 
(King’s College, Newcastle-upon-Tyne) 
and also at the Leeds College of Art. 
These courses permitted successful 
students to proceed to Diploma Courses 
at the respective schools, which carried 
exemption from the Final Examination. 

During the year the Institute sub- 
mitted memoranda to the Minister on the 
White Paper on ‘Local Government: 
Functions of County Councils and 
County District Councils in England and 
Wales’ (Cmd. 161), and also on the 
‘Control of Outdoor Advertisements,” 
and oral evidence had been given before 
the Rights of Light Committee. The 
Council had accepted an invitation to 
submit written evidence to the Royal 
Commission on Local Government in 
Greater London, and an invitation had 
also been accepted to prepare a memo- 
randum for the Technical Committee on 
Traffic Engineering. 


The Institute had undertaken to 
sponsor a session at the Public Works 


and Municipal Services Congress and 
Exhibition to be held at Olympia in 
November next, and a paper entitled 
* Electricity and Amenity” is to be pre- 
sented by Mr. E. H. Doubleday, OBE 
(County Planning Officer for Hertford- 
shire) at the sessions to be held on 
November 14. 


Presentation of Prizes

LONDON PLANNING 


TCPA Recommends a Single 
Authority 


IN EVIDENCE recently given to the Royal 
Commission on Local Government in 
Greater London, the Town and Country 
Planning Association recommends a single 
town planning authority for Greater Lon- 
don. 

This Planning Authority (the Association 
considers) should have executive powers, 
and be responsible for deciding: 

(a) The permitted kmits of urban 
development within region and reserva- 
tions for green belts around and between 
these urban areas; , 

(b) the distribution and permitted 
limits of population and employment, 
and the balance of employment, within 
these urban areas and the region as a 
whole; 

(c) important lines of communication 
in the region; 

(d) the location of major developments, 
such as power stations, airfields, etc. 


The arrangement the Association prefers 
is to establish a number of councils in the 
area, smaller than the LCC but with similar 
powers. These councils would then appoint 
people to a Joint Planning Board for the 
entire area. This Board would have its own 
headquarters and expert staff. It would 
raise its income through precepts on the 
next tier councils. 





Housing Programme Cut 

Pudsey’s housing programme has been cut 
for 1958 by the Ministry of Housing from 
100 houses to 80.

FEDERATION AND NJC 
President’s Reply to Criticisms 

TPHE National President, Mr. C. P. 

HOwWELLs, replied to recent criticisms 
of the NFBTE in relation to representation 
on the National Joint Council when he spoke 
at the official luncheon given to delegates to 
the National Federation’s half-yearly general 
meeting by the South Wales and Monmouth- 
shire Federation, in Cardiff, on June 24. Mr. 
Howells was replying to the toast of the 
National Federation, which was proposed by 
Mr. R. P. Moore, president of the South 
Wales Federation. 

‘The National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers is now 80 years of age,’ 
said Mr. Howells, ‘and I am quite certain 
that anybody who has come into contact 
with it and the work that it does will readily 
agree that it is a very lively and youthful 
octogenarian. 

“It is our proud claim,’ Mr. Howells con- 
tinued, ‘ that our National Federation is the 
only building employers’ organisation fully 
representative of all types of firms, big and 
small, in the building industry; it provides 
a full service for them all; it is the only 
employers’ organisation represented on all 
Government. committees concerned with 
building; it is the voice of the building trades 
employer on the National Joint Council, 
which negotiates and settles operatives’ 
wages and conditions; it maintains a full 
information service to members on new 
legislation affecting building; represents the 
building employers’ interests in discussions 
with the architects and quantity surveyors 
and on the Joint Contracts Tribunal. 

‘In addition, it operates the Building 
Advisory Service to assist firms in all 
management problems; plays a leading part 
in the administration of the National Joint 
Apprenticeship Scheme and in the work of 
the Board of Building Education, and col- 
laborates with the Building Research 
Station not only by way of full-scale 
research trials, but also in the dissemination 
of technical information. 

‘This is by no means the end of the list 
of the Nationa] Federation's activities, but 
it is enough to show that we are doing a 
valuable job. 

“I have been moved to frame my reply 
to this toast in this way because recently 
some criticisms have been levelled at the 
National Federation with reference to the 
representation of building employers on the 
National Joint Council. I want to make it 
quite clear to those responsible for these 
criticisms that the NFBTE has no objection 
whatsoever to the views of any building 
employer being taken into account in formu- 
lating its policy in connection with the work 


‘of the National Joint Council. But being 


so representative as it is of all types of 
building firm, it sees no particular merit and 
possibly the danger of disadvantage if 
employers’ views are duplicated in any way. 
‘If any building employer wants his voice 
to be heard in our talks with the operatives 
or with anybody else, he has one single, 
simple way of achieving it—join — the 
National Federation. To all reputable 
builders and building finms I say come and 
join us. We know we are on the right road; 
we are. determined to stay there, but we 
would welcome support from those whe 
hitherto have not seen fit to join us.’ 
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COST OF SCHOOLS 
Keener Tendering Holds Prices 


ALTHOUGH higher wages in the 

building industry in the first half 
of 1957 caused a rise in building costs, 
the Ministry of Education in their annual 
report published on June 26 (Cmd. 454, 
Stationery Office, price 9s.) state that 
keener tendering for educational pro- 
jects made it possible to build satisfac- 
tory schools within the cost limits they 
set in April, 1955. 

In the last six months of the year, the 
report states, the basic net cost per place 
on tender of new primary schools averaged 
£146.7, compared with the limit of £154; 
comparable figures for new secondary 
schools were £258.2 and £264 respectively. 
Average areas per place were 39.8 sq. ft. 
and 70.4 sq. ft. respectively, compared with 
40.2 sq. ft. and 72.7 sq. ft. the previous year. 

The effect of the operation on cost limits 
was that if schools had continued to be 
built at the same costs per place as in 1949, 
they would, by the end of 1957, have cost 
more than £100m. more than was. spent. 
That figure would be about £240m. if in- 
creases in costs of labour and materials had 
been taken into account. These savings 
had largely been achieved by greater 
efficiency arising from improvements in 
design and constructiona] techniques. 

An interesting attempt to reduce costs 
was the formation of a group of local edu- 
cation authorities in mining areas to pur- 
chase in bulk the prefabricated components 
for a new system of school construction 
suitable for sites liable to subsidence. Build- 
ing on such sites had usually involved strong 
and costly foundations, but under the new 
system, devised by the Nottinghamshire 
Authority, the building stood on a concrete 
slab separated from the ground by a layer 
of consolidated granular material on which 
it could slide. The superstructure, in which 
spring-loaded diagonal races played an 
important part, was designed so that the 
distortion caused by the subsidence did not 
cause major structural damage. About 30 
such schools would be built at a total cost 

_Of over £2,500,000. Useful economies 
should result. 


High Level of Activity 


Activity in educational building reached 
a high level in 1957. Projects started 
totalled £89,900,000, projects completed 
were to a value of £88,300,000, and there 
was £154,400,000 worth of projects under 
construction at the end of the year. The 
marked rise in the value of work done and 
projects completed was mainly attributable to 


an increase in the size of the labour force . 


employed from an average of 35,600 in 
1955 and 44,300 in 1956 to 50,200 in 1957. 


Against the background of record. pro-. 


gress in educational building the Govern- 
‘ment’s méasures to stabilise investment in 
‘the public sector of the economy were an- 
nounced in: October. The effect of those 
‘Measures was to reduce by about £4in. the 
starts of primary and secondary schools— 
mainly by deferring certain rural reorganisa- 
tion projects, and an allocation system of 
minor works was re-introduced. Major 
building projects for further education were 


specifically excludéd from the measures to 
restrict capital expenditure. 

Referring to progress on development 
projects, the report mentions the secondary 
grammar school at Arnold, Nottingham- 
shire, which was scheduled to start in thé 
spring. Sketch plans were formally 
approved by the Ministry, and by the end 
of 1957 working drawings had been com- 
pleted in readiness for a start on building 
operations to begin. 

The plan of the school incorporated 
several interesting features; for example, the 
method by which it would be organised ‘in 
separate houses; the range of teaching 
accommedation which permitted teaching 
groups of less than 30 for many periods 
during the week; and, particularly a larger 
sixth form than was usual. The school was 
in a new structural system of pre-stressed 
concrete, which had been developed in 
collaboration with the manufacturer and 
contractor and which promised to be 
economical. 

Another project had offered the develop- 
ment group its first opportunity to design 
and build a college of further education. 
This was a £600,000 extension to the Harris 
Technical Institute for which the Preston 
authority invited the group to act as archi- 
tects. An intensive period of investigation 
of the educational requirements led to the 
preparation of block plans, and work was 
well advanced on the sketch plans by the 
end of the year. Building work was due to 
start in mid-1959. 


COMPULSORY 
PURCHASE REFUSED 


Minister’s Action Over Coventry 
Application 

N application by Coventry Corporation 

for confirmation of a compulsory pur- 
chase order in respect of some 577 square 
yards of land on the east side of Radford- 
road and the west side of St. Nicholas- 
street, Coventry, has been refused by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. The land at present contains one 
house, with outbuildings and a workshop. 

On behalf of the Corporation it was 
stated that there was an extreme need for 
further housing accommodation to meet 
the needs of the Council’s waiting lists and 
for rehousing as a result of slum clearance. 
Although the area was not defined as an 
area’ of comprehensive development the 
application was to be considered as part of 
a wider scheme of development in the area 
generally. 

For the owner it was stated that he had 
purchased the property in 1950 with the 
intention of providing a residence and facili- 
ties for starting a jobbing builder’s business. 
Since the date of purchase about £400 had 
been spent on repair and maintenance and 
the property was in extremely good condi- 
tion. It was further stated that after exten- 
sive inquiriés no suitable alternative accom- 
modation had, been found. ;

‘Revolting Fascia’ Allegation 


WHEN Mr. Olimpio Forte bought the 

Priory Tea Rooms, situated in the 
centre of a block of three Victorian houses 
in Mount Pleasant, Tunbridge Wells, for 
£8,000, and spent another £12,000 in con- 
verting the premises into ‘ Forte’s Self- 
Service Café,’ Tunbridge Wells Town Coun- 
cil strongly objected to coloured tiles on the 
shop front. Sixty residents petitioned the 
council, describing Forte’s Café as having 
a ‘revolting fascia.’ The sequel was a pub- 
lic inquiry by an inspector of the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government into an 
appeal by Mr. Forte against the council’s 
refusal to allow the coloured tiles. 

Declared VISCOUNT VAUGHAN, represent- 
ing Mr. Forte: ‘Unless Tunbridge Wells 
progresses according to modern commerce, 
it will have “an air of Vanity Fair.”’ 

It was stated that the first outline plan 
for the conversion was submitted to the 
council in February, 1957, and refused. 
Then, said Mr. W. A. Bassett, LRIBA, the 
architect employed by Mr. Forte, after some 
discussion with the County Planning Officer, 
Mr. E. W. Berridge, and the Borough Sur- 
veyor, Mr. H. Bishop, another plan was 
drawn up and accepted. 

In this application, the doors in the front 
of the café were in a central position. 
Towards the end of 1957, it became 
apparent that the doors had to be off-centre 
if the shop was to have an efficient counter 
service. So the shop front was completed 
accordingly. After further discussion, the 
council withdrew its objection to the position 
of the doors, but later raised a further 
objection—it could not agree to the addition 
of coloured mosaic tiles to the shop facade. 

LorD VAUGHAN said that after 99 per cent. 
of the work had been agreed to and com- 
pleted, and nearly £20,000 spent, the coun- 
cil objected to the colouring of a few stones. 
For this type of café, he continued, the 
appearance of the shop front was vital to 
the success of the business. The council 
was quite content for. Mr. Forte to turn 
the Priory Tea Rooms into Forte’s Self- 
Service. Café, but ‘don’t let the shop look 
very different to old Priory Tea Rooms.’ 
And yet it was situated in an area zoned 
for shopping. 

For the council, Mr. M. J. H. Girne, 
the Town Clerk, said the council had tried 
to be fair. They did not set themselves up 
as an authority on architectural taste, but 
this ‘shop front should be toned down. The 
council maintained that the addition to the 
front would be out of character with its 
surroundings. ' 

The_opinion was expressed by Mr. G. F. 
StaGG, a Fellow of the Hotel and Catering 
Institute, that Forte’s Café was ‘clean, 
attractive and well-served.’ 

The Minister’s decision will be announced 
in due course.

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The Problem of Technical Information 


DISCUSSION ON MR. BIRD’S 


MANY points of interest were raised 

in discussion which followed the 
paper given by Mr. Eric Birp, MBE, 
ARIBA, to the RIBA on June 17, when 
he spoke on the subject of ‘ The Problem 
of Technical Information.’ The paper 
itself was reported in The Builder of 
June 20. 

Mr. W. A. ALLEN, BArch, in moving a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Bird,-said that 
architects to-day must always have in their 
minds the fact that membership now of 
a profession was not merely a question of 
personal usefulness or pleasure, but a re- 
sponsibility in society, frequently con- 
firmed in law. Similarly, a professional 
organisation had to have a high sense of 
responsibility and a high level of effective- 
ness or some sort of action might be 
taken by society to ensure that it was 
properly served some other way. What 
was once voluntary was so in little more 
than name now; in fact, the senior pro- 
fessions were a concern of society and 
government. A profession had to be 
knowledgeable, and it must gather and 
distribute knowledge continually and 
effectively if it was to meet its commit- 
ments. Otherwise it fell below its poten- 
tial level of working and laid itself open 
to justified criticism. 

: ink we should look afresh at our 
organisation for this activity within the 
Institute,” Mr. Allen continued. ‘ We hold 
far more, far bigger and often much 
better meetings than we did ten years ago. 
But our publication position for the re- 
sults is not, in my view, now in line with 
what is called for to-day. I think we need 
a house journal, and I think we should 
handle our information side separately. 
I deplore the multiplying of architectural 
journals which we see in Britain to-day, 
good and well-intentioned as they are, 
because they disperse and confuse our 
network for spreading information. They 
are doing a job part of which we should 
be doing. I think they absorb a great 
deal of the energy which might be 
directed more effectively into more cen- 
tralised and more effective channels of 
communication. 


Learning from Experience 


* But I am not thinking only of articles; 
much detailed information and experi- 
ence which we as professional people 
gather in the ordinary course of work 
should be flowing through our network in 
a systematic way. We must see that we 
learn quickly and collectively from our 
own experience. Your science commit- 
tee and your text-books committee, as 
Mr. Bird said, are both developing pro- 
posals for this general purpose.’ 

Architects had their own problem in 
the development of an initial design con- 
cept, its working up, and the ‘selection 
of actual products, Mr. Allen continued. 
They should arrange their classification 
to meet the day-to-day needs of people 
at work in offices, and he would support 
wholeheartedly Mr. Bird’s suggestion of 
a committee with the building industry. 
The serving of the man in the office must

be one of the Institute’s primary func- 
tions, and he thought we should perhaps 
look at one or two other parts of the 
Institute’s mechanism from this point of 
view. The library had a splendid staff 
and service, but, like so many libraries, 
it was perhaps biased a little too much 
towards research and study and too little 
towards the need of the man at a drawing 
board. It was natural to be so, but it 
need not be sacrosanct. _ 

One separate and specific point was 
the size and format of trade and technical 
literature. We ought to support the revolt 
against the wholly regrettable display of 
personal prejudice on the size of trade 
and technical literature which flowed into 
architects’ offices. 


The Primary Aim 


Mr. Davip WoopsiNe-ParisH, FIOB, 
in seconding the vote of thanks, said that 
Mr. Bird had made the point that we did 
not need very much information at the 
turn of the century, and to-day we were 
so Overwhelmed with it that we really 
did not know what to do in mastering it 
all. The reservoir of information in- 
creased and increased. The frontier of 
knowledge, the frontier of experience, 
was inevitably pushed forward each 
year. What was it all aimed at? The 
important thing for all to remember was 
that it was aimed at increased produc- 
tivity. ‘How much longer need we con- 
tinue the sectional interests and the dif- 
ference of approach to our interrelated 
and interdependent activities? * asked Mr. 
Parish. ‘I cannot myself believe that it 
is appropriate for us to consider the prob- 
lem of the marshalling of information 
from a sectional point of view. It must 
be from the point of view of all those 
who are concerned collectively with 
building activity.’ 

Lastly, who was going to pay for all 
this? Building was an industry concerned 
annually with an expenditure of £2,000m. 
Five per cent. of £2,000m. would more 
than pay for the cost of education, the 
cost of research, the cost of marshalling 
the sort of information to which Mr. 
Bird had referred. This could be passed 
on, if a cost formula could be found for 
passing this cost on, to the building 
owner. Over a period of time there would 
be no cost being borne by the building 
owner, only a very substantial saving in 
building costs. 

Mr. DarGan B. BuLiivant, ARIBA, 
speaking as the A.J. Research Fellow, said 
that from study of the subject at work he 
had formed the conclusion that we did 
greatly need a collaborative concerted effort 
to deal with the very severe problem of in- 
formation. He believed we should study 
standardisation of shape and format and the 
very severe question of classification. These 
two things could so easily revolutionise the 
handling of the already existing resources of 
information. 

There was, of course, an entirely different 
aspect of the problem—how to produce the 
information which architects ‘so badly 
needed, apart from using what they already 
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had. The Institution of Electrical Engineers, 
as a notable instance, had a permanent staff 
who sought out, collected, sifted, edited and 
presented in a systematic, classified form, to 
standard sizes, a great amount of informa- 
tion which the profession itself produced. 
They spent on this very remarkable service 
about 17 per cent. of their total annual ex- 
penditure. The RIBA’s expenditure on simi- 
lar services was approximately 5 per cent. 
and architects got in return what 5 per cent. 
could buy. Sheuld not it be possible for 
architects to undertake in some small way 
the same role of an institute acting as a 
collecting centre? 

Passing to the question of standard sizes, 
Mr. Bullivant said that it was important to 
note that the British Standards Institution 
had announced that as from March 1 last 
they had moved over progressively to the 
international standard paper size known as 
the A series, a rational basis which in. other 
European countries had enabled the archi- 
tectural and other professions to get on top 
of the very severe problem of varying leaflets 
and pamphlets of all kinds. He (the speaker) 
would like to propose as a first step that the 
RIBA should consider the advantages and 
gain in efficiency and the long-term advan- 
tages to be gained from standardisation by 
putting all its own stationery and paper pro- 
duction on to a Continental basis A series 
size. rs 
On the question of classification, undoubt- 
edly one thing that would help a great deal 
would be pre-classified information. If we 
were to follow the Scandinavian system a 
great deal would result. 


Mistakes on Simple Matters 


Mr. Cuaries F. Scorr, ARIBA, said that 
one of the problems which beset the archi- 
tect was the mistakes that could be made 
these days on very simple matters: mistakes 
which came about by the increasing need to 
use complex materials in a very precise way. 
Some of the development councils told archi- 
tects what they should not do as well as the 
things which they shouki do. This reiteration 
of the principles in user technique was im- 
portant. Was it possible for any central body 
to give, as it were, a ‘Good Housekeeping’ 
diploma in materials and their usage? 

Mr. Birp remarked here that he had said 
in his paper that he theught no information 
service ought to issue a ‘Good Housekeep- 
ing’ diploma unless, as in the case of gas 
and solid fuel, they had unassailable research 
organisations which could do the tests and 
issue the certificates. Anything done by the 
industry itself, without such resources, would 
be highly dangerous and would lead to a 
great deal of trouble. 

Mr. THoMas Mitcuett, ARIBA, assured 
Mr. Scott that the point had not been com- 
pletely overlooked by the Institute, in that 
the Standards Committee had taken the 
matter into active consideration, and had had 
two very thorough discussions with the two 
bodies which performed this service in this 
country—the Consumers’ Advisory Council 
of the British Standards Institution and the 
cotresponding private’ enterprise body— 
though the committee saw nothing concrete 
in front of it yet. He wanted to congratulate 
Mr. Bird on making the point that an infor- 
mation service or a well-ordered series of 
facts which one could get at by pressing a 
button did not make an architect; he hoped : 
everybody present was very clear about that. 
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The aim was to save the architects’ time so 
that they could be architects. 

* If I could make one little plea which Mr. 
Bird did not put in his paper, it is this,’ Mr. 
Mitchell said. * Every architect spends a con- 
siderable number of hours every week merely 
reading. it may be the light chat in one of 
the architectural newspapers, and it may be 
a paper from the Building Research Station 
or a similar bedy. Everyone who writes 
any of the matter should consider it as a 
very sacred responsibility to see that it is ex- 
pressed in the fewest possible words. A 
saving of up to 10 per cent. would represent 
a considerable freeing of an architect's time.’ 

Mr. S..N. Tomx:n (South Africa) said that 
architects and the building industry as a 
whole were in a sufficiently strong position 
to give a considerable lead to the industrial- 
ists who are pouring out this heterogeneous 
flood of literature. If architects expressed 
themselves as of one mind ia the matter, it 
would have considerable influence upon in- 
dustrialists and they might so regularise the 
production of their printed material that they 
would fall into line. 


Australian Experience 
Mr, H. A. Hosss (Australia) said that the 
problem was one with which they were con- 


a very large country, but it had small com- 
munities, and its problem is a difficult one. 

Mr. Ian M. Leste (Hon.Associate) said 
t the paper and most of the discussion 
had turned on the point of the standardisa- 
tion of sizes and format, and so forth, with 
the idea of presenting in palatable and easy 
form the greatest amount of information. ‘I 
think we are on the wrong path,’ said Mr. 
Leslie. ‘ We ought to be considering not so 
much how we file but whether what we file 
is worth filing. If that is so, what this in- 
dustry stands in need of is a National Test- 
Board. Products are produced, we are 
told, at the rate of 120 every six months. 
These things are flooding in all the time. 
What is the good of having all these tidy 
little boxes full of standardised literature 
when we do not know whether the products 
have been tried? What we must press for 
is a National Testing Board—I shou!d think 
the Building Research Station—who could 
y this product is good, this is under test, 
and this is not good. Then we shall be able 
dispose of a good many of our filing boxes 
to much better purpose.’ 

Mr. Birp: ‘I could not agree more with 
Mr. Leslie when he says that what we file 
should be worth filing. That is why I suggest 
that bibliographies on subjects should . be 
revised or edited or looked through by 
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you merely produce too much stuff. 

“On the question of testing, I would point 
out that the Building Research Station and 
the other DSIR bodies do test for manufac- 
turers for a fee, and it is up to the architect 


information lay in Mr. Bird’s third group— 
materials and equipment. ‘ This spreading of 
information has as its principal characteris- 
tic the need to sell,’ the speaker continued. 
‘It is a commercial basis, and, what is more, 
it is motivated by the need to sell to us, to 
architects who use the materials. Therefore 
I would suggest that it can be controlled.’ 


Mr. Howarp Y. Loss, FRIBA; ‘ May I 
comment, because of the wider circulation 
which Mr. Bird’s talk is likely to have in 
the technical Press, that almost 99 per cent. 
of the circulars that come into my office 
every day go straight into the waste-paper 
basket? If that remark is heard by the 
manufacturers and the people who take the 
trouble to send these out to architects, and 
I am quite sure I am not alone, they might 
do something to standardise the sizes of these 
things and to standardise the proper pre- 
paration of technical information, so that 
when we get this information we are likely 
to refer to it properly. 

‘I believe I am right in saying that ‘one 
of our committees here suggested that a 
standard postcard might be available for 
architects. When they get a catalogue which 
is interesting but is the wrong size or does 
not give the right kind of’information they 
might send this standard postcard back to 
‘the manufacturer, pointing out that he has 
sinned. If enough of us did that, we might 
possibly improve standards.” 

Mr. W. A. ALLEN: ‘I believe these cards 
are available free at the Institute.’ 


Channels of Distribution 


Mr. R. F. HENNIKER, FRIBA, said that 
most trade literature was distributed 
through the channels which were laid down 
by the publicity managers of the various 
bodies. Because it was easier to distribute 
it through them, it was also usually easier 
for the publicity manager to deal with the 
contents, The publicity manager in many 
places was given the technical content and 
added an enormous amount of what he 
calls ‘ presentation,’ and produced in that 
way the ghastly documents which architects 
got. ‘We want to put across to a great 
many of these firms that we are not in the 
least interested in their publicity manage- 
ment but we are interested in their pro- 
ducts,” Mr. Henniker added. 

Mr. ViviAN Levett, ARIBA, said, with 
regard to trade literature that the fact 
should be faced, unpalatable as it might be, 
that a lot of the stuff that was hurled at 
architects by manufacturers was meant to 
deceive, not to inform. But while trade 
literature constituted perhaps the great bulk 
of the information that came to architects, it 
was far from being all. There were so many 
different kinds of information, and it was 
very difficult to get hold of some of them— 
legal requirements, by-laws in the London 
County Council area and so on. A lot of 
the law of building was case law, and it 
was practically impossible to get to know 
whether a waiver had been given for a 
particular matter before. Was not that one 
field. in which the Institute might take a 
Positive stand? 

Coming back to user requirements, he 
would like to see the members who formed 
the Institute making up their minds and 
publishing their position on the reporting 
of a job that had been done. Standardisa- 
tion of presentation had already been criti- 
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cised as being only half the job; it was no 
use having a lot of useless information 
standardised. But if it were standardised, 
it was a little easier to cut through and get 
down to what you really wanted to look at. 
But there was no standard method of pre- 
senting a job when it was finished. There 
were several in use. The Architect's Jour- | 
nal had one which tended to be so incon- 
clusive as to defeat one’s researches very 
often. Would not something on the lines 
started by the Dutch Building Centre some 
ten years ago be helpful to architects? 

Mr. E. J. Bee described the sort of in- 
formation which one thought an architect 
would require from a trade representative. 
There was available, he said, quite a lot of 
practical experience as well as technical 
knowledge of the working in the profes- 
sional office. If a form of standardisation 
were introduced with the help of the Mini- 
stry of Information, the Building Research 
Station and the very excellent Ministry of 
Works’ technical library, which had not 
been mentioned but whose working had 
been discussed in the last issue of The 
Builder. there were a thousand and one 
people who would literally break their 
necks to help you, if someone would utilise 
the service offered. 

In responding to the vote of thanks Mr. 
Birp made special mention of a point raised 
by Mr. Woodbine-Parish and touched on by 
other people: where could we get the 
money for a ‘better service or services? 
When the Unwin Committee was sitting, 
this question was raised, and Mr. F. R. 
Yerbury had made one suggestion and that 
was a tax on building contracts. An 
amount of one or two per cent., whatever 
was desirable, would raise a very big sum 
of money and would pay for a better ser- 
vice, and not one cent would be lost in 
the general improvement. This was a thing 
that had been done by the coal industry 
for welfare.

Wage Increase 


THE 250,000 operatives employed in the 
civil engineering industry received a wage 
increase of id. per hour on June 23. This 
was agreed by the Civil Engineering Con- 
struction Conciliation Board in response to 
an operatives’ claim. 

The operatives had already received an 
increase of 1d. per hour as from February 3 
last, under the industry's sliding scale agree- 
ment, so that the total wage increase this 
year is 2d. per hour.

t Foam Dispersal 


The problem of the accumulation of deter- 
gent foam at sewage works is becoming very 
widespread because of the increasing way in 
which housewives are using this product. 
The detergents eventually find their way in- 
to the sewage system and cause a great deal 
of trouble especially if the works concerned 
have aeration beds which make the deter- 
gents foam excessively. At large sewage 
works this foam is usually dissipated by 
applying chemicals. For smaller works a 
method has now been devisec by Mr. W. H. 
Gardiner, manager of the Irlam UDC, Cadis- 
head Sewage Works, under the direction of 
Mr. Frank Kay Emerson, MIMunE, AMICE, 
AMiStructE, Engineer and Surveyor to the 
Irlam UDC, which is not only effective but 
also very economical to install and operate. 
It involves the application of a heavy water 
spray to the area of foam which quickly dis- 
perses. Mr. Gardiner laid over the area of 
the beds a system of horizontal pipes with, 
at intervals, associated tee pieces on top of 
which were mounted sprays. Various sprays 
were tried out but the most effective was 
that devised by drilling the top half of an 
ordinary copper ball float with a number of 
small holes. The result was a heavy spray 
covering a circle of about 25-ft. diameter. 
All the horizontal pipes were connected to 


a common line anda standard Pegson-Marlow 
3-in. Model 3B7 EC centrifugal self-priming 
pump was used to providethe water for spray- 
ing which was pumped from the clear effluent 
end of the beds. Immediately the foam be- 
gins to activate, the pump is started and 
within a few minutes the beds are cleared.

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NEWS IN BRIEF 
Peabody Donation Fund Report 


IN the 93rd annual report of the Peabody 
Donation Fund it is stated that out of 
a total of 7,682 dwellings, 3,830 are ‘not 
self-contained.’ In 1957, 134 of the flats 
were improved to provide 88 self-contained 
flats at a cost of nearly £80,000; grants 
under the Housing Act, 1949, were received 
from the Borough Councils. In 1958 it is 
expected that a further 200 self-contained 
flats will be provided. This 1958 programme 
is expected to cost £180,000, of which about 
£75,000 should be recovered in grants. 


Redecoration Periods Extended 


A ‘ substantial’ survey of county buildings 
has led Bucks County Works Committee to 
the conclusion that it is possible, as a general 
rule, to extend the existing periods of re- 
decoration from four years for external 
works and seven years for internal works to 
five and eight years.

From Our Own Correspondents 

AUSTRALIA.—Legislation listed for the 
new session of the South Australian Parlia- 
ment held recently reflects the fast indus- 
trial development planned for the State. 
The Lieutenant-Governor, Sir John Mellis 
Napier, foreshadowed legislation to cover 
four major projects to cost about £50m. 
They are steelworks and rolling mills at 
Whyalla, costing £30m., a £16m. oil refinery 
south of Adelaide, extension of oil explora- 
tion licences in the great artesian basin 


area, and an extension of the cellulose in- 
dustry. 


INDIA.—The Government have an- 
nounced their acceptance (subject to reach- 
ing agreement on details) of the Rumanian 
Government’s offer of technical and financial 
assistance in establishing an oil refinery 
near Gauhati in Assam. This will be the 
smaller of the two oil refineries the Govern- 
ment of India propose to build to exploit 
the newly discovered oilfield in Assam. A 
second refinery is to be built at a later stage 
near Barauni in Bihar. 


ITALY.—The Cassa per il Mezzogiorno 
has announced that part of the recent 75 
million dollar international Bank loan to 
Italy will be distributed as follows: Mar- 
zotto (for industrial schemes) $2.8m.; Soc. 
Meridionale Elettricita of Naples (electrical 
schemes) $6m. Compagnia Napolitana 
Apparecchi Elettrici (industrial schemes) 
$1.1m. Soc. Volturno of Naples (irrigation 
schemes) $9m.: Soc. Montecatini (indus- 
trial schemes) $6.4m. Soc. Generale Elet- 
tricita della Sicilia (electrical schemes) 
$7.2m, . . . Improvements are to be made 
to the airport at Milan (Linate) to bring 
it up to Class B international standard. The 
main runway will be 2,200 metres long. 


NEW ZEALAND.—The Buller Hotel, 
Westport, recently destroyed by fire is to 
be rebuilt according to a statement by the 
chairman of the company, Mr. N. Howard. 
The new hotel will not be on such a big 
scale as the previous structure. It will cost 
less than £60,000. . . . Building will soon 
begin at Tamaki on Auckland’s first self- 
contained commercial centre. Designed to 
serve an eventual district population of 
17,000 it will have provision for almost 300 
cars. The centre was designed by the hous- 
ing division of the Ministry of Works, 
which was responsible for roading and 
other developments. The Lands and Survey 
Department is allocating sites. All but a 
few of the 79 lots for shops, offices and pro- 
fessional rooms have been allocated. The 
shop sections are chiefly in two blocks. 
Between these is a pedestrian court. Oppo- 
site the commercial centre is a big recrea- 
tion reserve to be developed by the Auck- 
land City Council. It will have a car park 
for 170 vehicles and a community centre. 


VENEZUELA.—Large office buildings 
for three US companies are going up in a 
new oil centre in Eastern Caracas; Shell 
are also to have a new building nearby. 
Press reports from New York recently an- 
nounced the forthcoming construction of a 
500-room hotel in central Caracas costing 
Bs.40m., by Venezuelan interests (Vollmer) 


which would be operated by Hilton Hotels 
International. . . . A number of important 
calls to tender have recently been issued in- 
cluding the Las Majaguas dam and irriga- 
tion project, the final stage of the Caracas/ 
Valencia highway and the first stage of the 
Valencia/Puerto Cabello highway, the 
tunnel link in Caracas, and extensions to 
the port of Guanta near Puerto Cabello. 


Steel-framed Buildings 


With reference to the visit of the 
Canadian Trade Mission to Britain last year 
the Hanssen Construction Co., Ltd., 235, 
Pemberton-avenue, North Vancouver, BC, 
have notified us of their interest in con- 
tacting British suppliers of standardised 
steel*framed buildings. This firm of general 
contractors have erected many of these 
buildings in British Columbia and the far 
north, but these have mainly been of 
American manufacture, The firm's business 
manager is Mr. R. Davey. 


Ontario Factory Opened 


A new factory for the Canadian com- 
pany of Acrow (Engineers), Ltd. was 
formally opened by the Prime Minister of 
Ontario, the Hon. Leslie M. Frost, on 
June 18. Situated on a 250-acre site at 
Orangeville, Ontario, the factory, said 
Acrow’s chairman, Mr. W. A. de Vigier, 
will manufacture most of the company’s 
equipment covering stee] formwork, scaffold- 
ing, etc. 


BUILDING IN CHINA 
From a Correspondent 


J NVESTMENT in capital construction in 

China showed a 16 per cent. increase 
in May over April and for the first five 
months of 1958 was 54 per cent. above the 
same period of last year, and 31 per cent. 
of the original target planned for the whole 
of 1958. This is causing the building 
industry to take steps to eliminate some of 
the purely manual heavy labour which is a 
characteristic of most of the building sites 
in the country. 


Even on the major sites much of the 
earth-moving and the transport of materials 
is done by the shoulder-pole and basket 
method. Until recently the supply of labour 
has been great enough to permit this 
method to be continued but the leap for- 
ward i in this, and in other 
industries, means that China must pay more 
attention to the economical use of labour 
than was previously thought necessary. It 
has therefore become essential to organise 
mechanical and semi-mechanical methods 
for earth-moving and transporting on both 
targe and small sites. 


The situation will not wait for the manu- 
facture of machinery for the purpose and, 
therefore, a campaign for technical innova- 
tion on the site has been launched amongst 
China’s million building workers. 


To start the campaign off, a conference of 
more than 1,000 representatives from the 
building departments in all the major cities 
was recently called in Shanghai by the 
Ministry of Building and by the National 
Committce of the Bujlding Trade Workers 
of China to discuss the means of mechanis- 
ing building operations rapidly and to 
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exchange experiences in technical innova- 
tion. At the same time, an exhibition of 
machines and equipment, built by building 
workers on sites from scrap metal and 
timber, was organised. 


Delegates to the Conference heard of 
Shanghai sites where, in a few days, 1,300 
simple carts and 240 items of weight-lifting 
equipment had been built, and agreed to 
emulate this example on sites in their own 
areas. 


Speaking in the final session, Mr. Liv 
Hsiu-feng, Minister of Building, said with 
the campaign there would be arranged an 
increase in the supply of mechanical equip- 
ment. He said that a combination of 
manual, semi-mechanised and _ fully 
mechanised methods would be a feature of 
the industry for some time to come and 
indicated that the main lines of technicai 
revolution in building were the development 
of reinforced concrete techniques and the 
full industrialisation of production processes. 


In the development period construction 
must not be held back by waiting for 
machinery to be produced, and technical 
innovation at site level, aimed at eliminating 
heavy manual labour in two months, would 
enable the industry to build better, faster 
and more economicatly.
